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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Son fails to teach storing 
allocations in a database because Son fails to teach allocations. Applicants argue that Son only teaches storing objects. The Examiner 
traverses this argument because Son teaches allocations as a part of the objects (as will be shown below) and therefore storing the objects 
means also storing the allocations. 

Applicants argue that Son fails to teach a template having a plurality of tables, however acknowledge that Son teaches a model associated 
with a plurality of tables. The Examiner traverses this argument because Son is clearly directed to "neutral libraries of simulation 
components and model templates" and therefore where Son refers to a "model," Son is clearly providing a teaching of a model template 
wherein "each component in the library becomes a basic building block (module) to model systems of interest" (Son, §1). Therefore, where 
Son teaches a model associated with a plurality of tables, a person of ordinary skill in the art would understand Son to teach a template 
having a plurality of tables. 

Applicants argue that Son does not teach the claimed "allocation" by saying "[A]n allocation, as defined in paragraph [0066] of the present 
application, is a designation or an assignment of a model to a resource." The Examiner has reviewed paragraph [0066] of the application 
and finds no such definition provided by Applicants. Further, Son teaches an assignment of a model to a resource on page 1560, where 
Son teaches assignment of a model ("station") to a resource ("capacity characteristics of the station"), where a person of ordinary skill in the 
art would understand that particular resources are assigned to a station in order to realize a simulation of flow through of jobs through a job 
shop (abstract). 

Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but have been found unpersuasive.. 
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
